That was the answer which 
a person gith a clear, ringing voice, sitting 
at some distance behind Guiteau, gave this 
afterneon te one of Guiteau’s brazen solilo- 
qufes, in which he said: “I opened my mail 
for the first time this morning, and there 
wasn’t but oye erank letter in the whole lot. 
That’s a good showing. The people are 
learning. They are beginning to look on me 
as a great man. Many of the higu-toned la- 
dies of Wash m are sending for 
my sutograph. don’t care a snap 
about that—whether I am a rat 
man ora little man. 1 know one thing, how- 
ever. I’m getting more popular—lI’m going 
up.” It was not the kind of interruption 
that pleases Guiteau. 

A SCARE. 

Later on he once more showed his craven 
fear, and turned deathly pale when à tall, 
lean; rew-boned man, with a lantern jaw 
and an iron-gray beard, who looked as if he 
might be a Georgia “cracker” or a Ver- 
mont Yankee, stood up in the audience, 
about ten feet behind the prisoner, and 
acted as if about to move forward. 
Gakteau became very nervous, and George 
Scoville and his wife, who usually 
bear the excitement of the court-room with 
composure, also seemed somewhat startled. 
The Balla in charge of Guiteau quickly 
shouted: Sit down, sir, sit down!“ It ap- 
peared that the man simply wished to move 
his position in order to escape one of the ter- 
rible drafés coming from an open window, 
by which alone the court-room can receive 
pure air.

THE COURT-ROOM WAS NOT CROWDED. 
Guiteau entered at the regular time, but was 
more excited than usual. ‘lhe causeof this 
agitation did not appear. Dr. T. Damon, 
the surgeon who has charge of insane per- 
sons at the Albany Penitentiary, was put 
upon the stand. He made a thorough ex- 
awination of Guiteau in November, and has 
been a dally witness of the trial since. He 
testified, in the clearest sort of way, that 
Guiteau was perfectly sane and responsible, 
and he did not modify his — in any re- 
spect in the course of the long. severe cross- 
examination. It appears that 

DR. DAMON 

was originally summoned as a witness for 
the defense, but, upon an examination of 
Guiteau and an observation of him in the 
court-room, he notified the defense that, if 
called, his testimeny would be against him. 
The prosecution heard of this, and Damon 
was summoned. Guiteau today was brutal 
Ingrute enough to continue his abuse of 
George Scoville, the poor man who has sac- 
rificed all his property, is ruining his prac- 
tice, and Is giving his time to help save the 
murderer from the gallows. Mr. Scoville 
has generally endured

with marvelous forbearance. Yesterday, 
however, he broke entirely down, tears fill- 
ing his eyes as the miserable wretch de- 
nounced him in his egotism for his manage- 
ment of the case.

Guiteau did announce, however, that be 
should remove Scoville from the case very 
soon and call Charles H. Reed into it. It 
will be too late, however, for Mr. Reed 
to participate in the trial after a verdict shall 
have been refidered. 
GUITEAU’S ABUSE OF SCOVILLE 

is due not to Mr. Scovilie’s stupidity, as 
Guiteau charges, but to the overwhelming 
force of the testimony which Mr. Scoville 
cross-examination, and 
which the most skillful cross-examiner 
could not break. The epithets which the 
assasin heaps upon his brother-in-law’s head 
are au indication of the consciousness that 
the prisoner has that the case is golng against 
him, and that the expert testimony has al- 
ready destroyed the principal arguments of 
the defense, 

EVERY DAY OF THE TRIAL 
Guiteau seems to be more and more losing 
ground. There was a little excitement at 
the close of the trial when Shaw. the New 
York lawyer, who swore that Gui- 
teau told him, eight years ao, that 
he intended to imitate Wilkes Booth, 
was recalled. Shaw admitted that he wus 
indicted in 1878 for perjury in New Jersey, 
but sald that he was not convicted, as the In- 
dietment was shown to have been a mistake. 
The court adjourned just as District-Attor- 


ney Corkhill cheered Guiteau with the 


assurance that he would soon put a man on 
the stand who would swear be had 
heard Gulteau say before July 2 that he was 
going to kill a great man.

Guiteau—Well, Doctor, if God could in- 
spirea man 2,000 years ago, why could He 
not do so now? Is there anything different 
in human nature? 

Mr. Scoville—l have no objection to your 
answering, Doctor. 

The question was read again to the wit- 
ness, and he replied: 

IF THE LORD DID INSPIRE ANYBODY 
2,000 years ago, He tan now, if he chooses. 

Guiteau—That’s my idea. He not only 
can, but He did in this case. 

The cross-examination proceeded without 
incident, and with hardly any interruption 
on the part of Guiteau. Once, when a propo- 
sition based upon the incident of the uplifted 
ax (30 often alluded to on the trial), was put 
to the witness, Guiteau called out: The 
whole thing is based on a falsehood, Sco- 
ville. There never was any such occurrence 
as you have stated. As a consequence, his 
answer is wholly irrelevant.“ 

During the greater part of the afternoon 
Guiteau was engaged in 

WRITING AN ARTICLE FOR PUBLICATION, 
and apparently paid little heed to the prog- 
ress of the trial. Ataquafter before 8 the 
witness was excused. Guiteau immediately 
shouted: ** These experts may be all high- 
toned, honorable men, but, in my opinion, 
they hang more men than the doctors kill.“ 
Growing more and more excited, he declaimed 
for some minutes, and said: “Gen. Garfield 
would bealive today had it not been for the 
doetors. They completed what my shot be- 
gan. The Lord intended he should go, and 
so He let the doctors kill him. He didn’t die 
before his time, though.” 

Col. Corkhill desired an adjournment, but 
Scoville inquired, “ Where is your witness 
Shaw? I can dispose of him in a few min- 


utes.” 
SHAW WAS CALLED, 


when Guiteau shouted: Here's the man 
that told that lie. We've got your record, 
Shaw, from New. Jersey, where a Judge 
from the bench said you ought to be in the 
penitentiary.” 

The witness was ssked if he had not been 
indicted for perjury, and replied that he had. 
Upon attempting to explain, a stormy dialog 
ensued, Guiteau shouting that the witness 
was the most extraordinary liar in America. 
Witness was finally permitted to explain that 
it arose through a misapprehension, and that 
he was acquitted by a jury. Scoville gave 
notice to Shaw to defend his character, as he 
had four witnesses to introduce whose testi- 
mony he (Shaw) would want to meet.

You will see by this that everything possi- 
ble is being dane by the Russian Government 
to secure the safety and speedy return of 
Capt. De Long and hismen. If you or the 
Secretary of the Navy have any suggestions, 
Ishallido my utmost to act upon them. I 
intend to send a special correspondent to 
meet the party on its way here, and, as it 
will be some days before he starts, perhaps 
you or the Secretary of the Navy might wish 
to send dispatches, or to forward mes- 
sages from relatives and friends of the 
party.

CONGRESSIONAL EXTORTION AND r. 
TRAVAGANCE. 


AGAN 

If the selection of Speaker Keifer’s com- 
mittees may be accepted as the keynote of 
Congressional policy at the pfesent session, 
then the public cannot be too prompt in pre- 
paring its protest against the threat of extor- 
tion on the one hand and extravagance on 
the other. 

Tue Tamm has already commented in 
fittule terms upon the composition of the 
packed Ways and Means Committee, made 
up almost exclusively of ultra high-tariffites, 
on both the Democratic and Republican 
ends. The Chairmanship of this committee 
and chief place thereon awarded to the oppo- 
sition indicate the leadership of the majority . 
and minority in the House. Kelley and Ran- 
Gall fill these positions by Keifer’s appoiut- 
ment; both are Pennsylvanians, both ex- 
tremists on the tariff question, and both 
avowedly in favor of abolistiing the internal- 
revenue system (the whisky and tobacco 
taxes) asa means for increasing the tariff 
exactions. It will be the steadfast aim of 
this committee, virtually controlled dy 
Pennsylvanians, who will be aiaed ‘and 
abetted by most of their associates, 
to pile up taxation in the shape 
of customs duties with a view singie to the 
selfish and sectional interests of the pro- 
tected classes. According to all accounts, 
the Appropriations Committee has been 
made up with regard to the prompt expendi- 
ture of all the money which can be obtained 
from .taxation. It is understood that the 
members of this committee have been se- 
lected in confidence in their “ liberality ’’~ 
that is, their liberality with other people's 
money. It iu announced that there will be 
no more “penny-pinching”’ and “ cheese 
parting.” This means that the Treasury 
doors ate to be thrown wide open. The sub- 
sidy beggars will find willing ears. The 
heads of bureaus will not plead in vain for 
additional tax-eaters and increased pay. The 
Appropriations Committee will have con- 
siderable aid in the wasting of public moneys 
from the Committees en Expenditures in the 
various departments, atid the money will 
flow freely if they can have their way. 

But the efficiency of the Ways and Means 
Committee for extortion and of the Appro- 
priations Committee for extravagance is apt 
to be crippled by the close division of the 
two parties in the House und the rivairy 
likely to result in order to gain eredit for 
economy. There are men on both sides of the 
House who will dispate extravagance at 
every step, as there are those who will ex- 
pose at every opportunity the designs of the 
ultra protectionists. Mr. Cannon, of this 
State, has a place on the Appropriations 
Committee, and we do not believe he will 
assent tgeitly to every proposition that may 
be made for spending or giving away money. 
There is a Democratic thember of the pres- 
ent Congress who will be a thorn in the side 
of the faction favorable to wastefulness. We 
refer to W. S. Holman, of Indiana, whose 
“I object” in former Congresses of which: 
he wasamember became as notorious as 
Mr. Evarts’ use of the same words in the 
Beecher trial. 

Whatever may be the pradtical result, the 
make-up of the committees indicates that 
Speaker Keifer has done all in his power to 
give the protectionists and spendthrifts of 
Congress au advantage over those who favor 
a reduction of the customs taxes and oppose 
the donation of public moneys beyond the 
necessary and proper. expenditures for the 
support of the Government. The public 
does not cafe much for the complaints of 
Congressmen who ate disappointed at not 
receiving the committee places to which they 
aspired, but it is coneertied at the Speaker's 
manifest indifference to a consideration of 
fitness and justice in his selections for the 
important working éom mi: tees.

UNWELCOME ens GIFTS. 

There are numerous towns in this country, 
especially those within 200 or 300 miles, 
Wilen every fall and winter, and this season 
father more than usual, send to Chicago 
Christmas gifts which have nothing of peace 
and good will about them; have no suges- 
tions of Santa Claus, holly-verries, mistletoe, 
and yule-logs, and are in no Way welcome 
accessions to Chicago’s Christmas-tree. 

One of these gifts is that of “mothers be 
fore matrimony” who have had the misfort- 
une to become tie Victims Of seducers and 
arrive here in a delicate condition. All great 
cities ate more of less subject to this class 
of additions to their population, out the 
shoals of wretelied creatures that pour in 
upon the county and emigration agents are 
so rapidly inercasing in number, and ut rive 
here so regularly, that the city is fast becom- 
ing a vast lying-in heepital. Every poor 
syinste? who fads herself with child and de- 
-erted by her paramour is packed off to 
Chicago by her friends, whe dislike the disa- 
greeable trouble of taking care of her. The 
proportion of female immigrants who arrive 
here from Kurope in this condition is as- 
tonishing. Very few of them had any in- 
tention of coming here, but the authorities of 
cities where they purposed stopping move 
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ising to go to Chicago. Boys and you 
men, too lazy to work or just budding out 
into immoraiities, are sent to us from coun- 
try towns, where they are a nuisance. If 


him a nuisance or a terror, any person who 
is physicality or morally rotten, or even any 
person who is suspected of evil or liabie te 
become a burden to his community, he ts 
packed off to Chicago at once. The latest 
gifts of this kind to arrive are small-pox 
eases, many of which come here through 
the mistaken kindness of St..Louia, which 
has no use for them, as they can do nothing 
towards increasing the population. The 
greed of the people of that city in regard to 
population indeed 1s so notorious that it is a 
little remarkable they do not offer induce- 
ments för the unfortunate women, whom we 
certainly do not need. The entire West, 
and also some parts of the East, are raking 
and scraping their puriieus and streets of 
their social sewage and dumping it into Chi- 
cago, because it makes no objection to being 
the receptacle of cheir filth. 

In addition to the stuff of this kind which 
is sent here, this compound of vagrants, 
thieves, tramps, cranks, pregnant unmarried 
females, fallen women, lunatics, cripples, 
and small-pox patients, we have a still fur- 
ther influx of the same classes, who come here 
upon their own motion because they have 
heard of the charitabie nature of our people, 
the large number of our charitable institu- 
tions, and the large sums of money which 
our people devote to them. These usually 
come in the tall and spend the winter with 
us, and manage to subsist one way 
or another until spring, when they 
migrate to other places. Between those 
who are shipped to the city asa general 
dumping-ground and those who come here 
voluntarily, we are literally overrun with 
social vermin. In the face of this, after hav- 
ing sent us their social pests to be taken care 
of, these very places, with cheerful cousist- 
ency, periodically lament the immorality of 
Chicago and taunt us with our drinking-dens, 
our houses of ili-fame, our insecure streets, 
and all our various forms of immorality, 
which are diligently supplied by them with 
reinforcements of the vilest elements of their 
population. It is time for the authorities to 
look into this matter, and, wherever it is prac- 
ticable, to commence sending these social 
lepers back where they came from.

SUSPENDING SENTENCE. 

One of the great abuses that have crept 
into our criminal procedure of late years is 
the practice of suspending sentence after the 
conviction of guilty prisoners. The extent 
to which this Illegal practice has been car- 
ried is not generally known. Tue figures for 
this year alone are startling. Tun ‘| RIBUNE 
has caused the records to be examined, and 
has discovered that since Jan. 1 last six 
Judges of Cook County have suspended sen- 
tence on convicted felons in 135 cases, as fol- 


The average number of suspensions per 
month has been twelve to thirteen. The of- 
fevses for which suspensions have been 


. icc coves esse e ente bn ed bee ee 
Judge McAllister appears to be the sole au- 
thority for this evil amd unwarranted prac- 
tice in IIlinois. He has advised some of his 
brother Judges that the power to suspend 
sentence after conviction of a felon is inher- 
ent in the bench! 

But usage and the decisions of the Su- 
preme Court are the other way. We believe 
it will be found on exaniination that the ex- 
ercige of judicial clemency, or the pardun- 

power—for that is what suspension of 
se.ténce amounts to—has been seldom, if 
ever, practiced in IIIinois outside of Cook 
County. and in this county only uf late years. 
Judge Tuley has always refused to exercise 
it, on the ground that he could find no au- 
thority for it in the Vons.itution, the law, or 
the precedents. 

Suspension of sentence was a common- 
law power of the Judges, and there was 
some excuse fur it when the Judges fixed 
the penalty after convicuon. But the reason 
for it was removed by the provision of the 
illinois law that the jury should fix the pen- 
alty under the law. This statute operated 
asa repeal of all the common-law practice 
relating to the sentence. Our Supreme 
Court has even held that the Judge had not 
the power to change or mitigate the sentence 
of the jury, much less to suspend, or (what 
is the same thing, under a recent Michigan 
ruling referred te approvingly by Judge Mc- 
Allister) abrogate it, The language of the 
Supreme Court of Lllinvis in Cole vs. The 
People, A III., 216, was: 


The Ouurt bas no rightful authority to miti- 

te the meusure of punishment fuund by the 
ury in a ¢@riminal case and sentence the do- 
Syed og de oii orcs by the 
ury. 


But if the Court may not sentence the de- 
fendant to a less term less than that fixed 
by the jury,” surely it may not lawfully re- 
fuse to sentence him to any term at all, and 
permit him to go at large witnout bail. 

The decisions of other States run in the 
same direction. The New York Supreme 
Court held as follows in The People vs. 
Morrisette, 0 How, Pr. 118: 


The Court u uo power to suspend 
indefinitiy oa receiving a piea of guiity. 


Much less could the Court have such a 
power after conviction and a verdict by a 
jury. and particularly not when, as in In- 
nois, the jury fixes the penalty. 

We regard the suspension of sentetice as 
practiced by some of the Judges of Cook 
County as most dangerous and pernicious. 
It is unlawfuß as we have already shown, 
and It is inexpedient, for the following rea- 
sons: 

L. It is a clear usurpation of the pardoning 
power, which is alone vested in the Gov- 
ernor. The Judges are not put on the bench 
to pardon convicted crimina! offenders, but 
to see that the laws are faithfully executed. 
If a defendant is convicted contrary to law 
the Judge may order a new trial: but he 
may not, without a plain violation of duty, 
when the jury has returned a verdict of 
guilty according to law, and fixed the pen- 
ality, permit the convicted felon to run at 
large without bail. The tendency of the 
illinois laws has been to deprive the Judges 
of discretion, yet some of them in Cook 
County have assumed to exercise the most 
dangerous discretion known to the law in a 
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We believe it is the fact that such 

ust taken place, aud many more 

are likely 40, follow if the practice become 
general, 5 

4. The practice if in will impair 
the authority and dignity of the bench. If 
the Judges afe understoud to be not merely 
the : ves of the law, but of the 
pardoning power, the pressure upon them to 
suspend sentence wrongfully will often be 
irresistibie. The precedents they may 
create will return th plague them. The in- 
dulgence they give out of compassion will be 
asked for favor, and thelr refusal to grant it 
will be resented, whereas if they unifurmly 
refuse to consider it a judicial power no of- 
fense could be taken. The Judge who 
adopts this practice must suspend seatence 
when he ought not te do so, or run the risk 
of losing his political influence. 

5. A suspension of sentence is a suspen- 
sion of the law. To this extent the Judge 
usurps the functions of the Legislature as 
well as those of the Executive. It is notin 
accordance with the spirit of our institutions 
that so enormou a power, and one no liable to 
abuse, should be reposed in any departwent 
of the Governwent. 

The Judges ought to stop this practice. It 
is unlawful; it is inexpedient. It is unneces- 
sarily burdensome to the Judges themselves, 
and it isa wrong upon the people, not all of 
whom are criminais, but who are equally en- 
titled to the protection of the laws as to their 
lives and property. 


NARROW ESCAPE FROM GLAVERY IW 
ILLINOIS. | 

An interesting and extremely important 
period in the history of IIlinois was that 
when, during the Administration of Gov. 
Coles, the great struggle was made to break 
down the State constitutional exclusion and 
admit African slavery as one of tLe institu- 
tions of this State. 

Edward Coles was a Virginian by birth, 
and in 1809, then only 23 years of age, was the 
owner of a plantation, with slaves that he 
had inherited from his father. He wasmade 
private secretary by President Madison. In 
1815, after the close of the war, he visited the 
North western Territory, and happened to be 
at Kuskaskia when the convention was in 
session forming a constitution for the future 
State of Illinois, and remained there several 
weeks. That constitution made IIlinois a free 
State. In 1819he emancipated all his slaves 
and with all his people moved from Virginia 
to a farm previously purchased by him 
near Edwardsville, St. Clair County, in this 
State. He was appointed Register of the 
Land-Office soon after by Mr. Monroe. In 
1833 there was an election for Governor, the 
second election heid in the State. Chief-Jus- 
tice Philips, of the State Court, Mr. Coles, 
Gen. Moore, and Judge Brown were the ean- 
didates. Philips and Brown were pro-slave- 
ry, and Coles was anti-slavery. The vote re- 
sulted: Coles, 2,810; Philips, 2.760; Brown, 
2,543; and Moore, 522. The anti-slavery can- 
didate polled less than one-third of the whole 
vote, and was elected only through the di- 
vision of the other party. That party, how- 
ever, elected all its omer candidates, includ- 
ing a majority of both branthes of the Legis- 
lature. The great majority of the then in- 
habitants of the State had come hither from 
the Southern States, and were friendly to 
slavery. The majority of them had been ac- 
customed to slave labor, and thought it 
would be profitable in this State, but the 
great and special demand was for “serv- 
ants,” of whom there were none, and 
as free negroes were prohibited from 
entering the State, the convenience of 
having slaves for dpmestic labor was strongly 
advocated. Under these circumstances, the 
protest made by Gov. Coles in his first mes- 
sage against the introduction of slavery was 
met by a report from a committee of the Leg- 
ijature asserting that IIIinois, having be- 
come a State, had the right to alter her own 
Constituton and make any disposition of 
negro slaves that the people might think prop- 
er; and proposed a resolution submitting to 
a vote of the people a call for a convention to 
revise the Coustituuon of the State. This 
resolution required an aflirmative vote of 
two-thirds of the members of each House of 
the Legislature, and the resolution failed by 
one vote in the House. That House, there- 
fore, proceeded quietly, and declared that 
one of the members who had deen seated in 
the House more than two months unques- 
tioned had not been elected, and that anoth- 
er person had been. This change of mem- 
bers gave the convention party the requisit 
two-thirds majority, and the resolution was 
passed, and the time fur taking the popular 
vote was fixed in August, 1 Then began 
one of the most extraordin and exciting 
contests ever witnessed, in any State. The 
question submitted was whether Lilinois 
should remain a free State or should be 
changed to a slave State. 

The Governor, who stood alone in the State 
Government, was on the side of freedom, 
while all the politicians were on the side of 
slavery. To vote for the convention was to 
vote avowedly for slavery; to vote against 
the cou vention was to vote against slavery. 
Both sides issued addresses to the people, 
and, as the election was not to be held for 
eighteen months after the adjournment of 
the Legislature, there was ample time for 
discussion. The residence of the Governor 
was wobbed, and the members ot the Legis- 
lature who had voted against the conven- 
tion were burned in effigy. The ‘“cam- 
palgu continued during the interven- 
ing year and ai half with its in- 
tense and bitter excitewent. The Governor 
and his friends were incessant in their la- 
bors; and, though seeming to be largely in 
the minurity at the beginning, they bravely 
persisted in their debates, and at the end the 
election resulted: “For convention” and 
slavery, 4,950; “Against convention” and 
slavery, 6,822, being a majority of 1,872. It 
had been a hard contest, in which the orig- 
inal judgment of thousands had been over- 
come by the strong reasoning and appeals of 
Gov. Coles and his associates. 

The Hon. Biihu B. Washburne has recent- 
ly made a valuable contribution to the bis 
tory of Lilinvis and of the country by collect- 
ing trom every possible source a detailed his- 
tory of this important event in the annals of 
Uunols. He gives a history not only of the 
olectzon contest over the convention, but of 
the men of that day, and of ali who ypartici- 
pated in the strugzie to save Lilinois. The 
book includes the voluminous correspond- 
ence of the Governor with Madison, Jeffer- 
son, De Witt Clinton, and various eminent 
men of that day, and gives appropriate com. 
mendation to the great Governor who res- 
cued Lilinois. , | 

The three and a half millions of the people 
of Illinois at this date can appreciate the 
wisdom of this little Spartan band who in 
1823 so fearlesly opposed the scheme to blot 
out in advance the glory of the State of 


sate 


Illinois. The State, which at that time 


had its small population huddled in the 
few settlements in the lower third of 
the territorial area, undertook to admit the 
blight and the curse of Afri.an siavery 
north of the On RIVer and up to the shores" 
of Lake Michigan. It was about to place 
the stamp of d on the labor of the’ 
crvat prairies, and erect che block of the slave- 
auction on the stte of the great commercial 
tres Illinois. 
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Virginia, Kentucky, 
and Missouri until that blight was 
removed by the fire of costly war. The tis 
of freedom 80 firmly held over the idfant 
Lilinois in those early days of her history 
has protected her safely during the sixty 
years she has beenin the Union, and there 
can hardly be a citizen who does not at this 
time with a feeling of relief ask himself the 
question, What would have been the conse- 
quences had IIlinois been made a slave State 
n 1824? Nor was Lilinols alone imperiled 
by that movement. Slavery once established 
here would have extended like a contagion 
over Indiana and Ohio, and the black plague- 
spot, extended from the Lakes to the Gulf, 
would have barred that progression of free 
labor which has made the Northwest 
garden and the granary of the continent. 
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THE FOUL-MOUIHED ASSASSIN. 

The vocabulary of the English language 
is rich io invective; it is full of words ex- 
pressive of indighation, of detestation, dis- 
gust, and aversiun, but it seems weak, pow- 
erless, and utterly inadequate to the proper 
characterization of the conduct of the as- 
sasin of the late President of the United 
States. 

Criminals there have been who, fully 
realizing that their lives were forfeit, have 
indulged brutal passions at the expense of 
decency, resolved to sell their lives dearly as 
the outlawed bandit resolves to sell his when 
driven to bay. But Guiteau stands alone in 
criminal annals as struggling desperately for 
life by courting the lowest depths of infamy. 
He wishes to be considered a moral monster, 
that he may live! He seeks to disgrace the 
memory of his dead father; he assails the 
reputation of his invalid sister; he brutally 
denounces the sister at his side, who is fool- 
ishly struggling to save him from the gal- 
lows; he loads his brother-in-law who is de- 
fending him with opprobrious epithets, lash- 
ing him merollesly with his venomous 
tongue—and all this that ne may live! 

With passion and rage he denvunces as 
“liars” the witnesses who, on oath, deelare 
that they believe him sane. And this scene 
of low cunning and of vile abuse of the ear 
alike of Court and jury and the American 
people is repeated from day to day by the 
foul-mouthed wretch ad nauseam. 

It is to be hoped, however, that the jury 
will observe, as the public certainly will, that 
there is method in all this apparent maduess. 
That the madness of Guiteau is simulated 
there is abundant evidence, It is worth 
while to note a few of these items of evi- 
dence: Atan early stage of the trial Gui- 
teau stopped mouthing blasphemy and ob- 
scenity long enough to calmly explain to the 
jury that he had not, as alleged, coolly 
handied the section of his victim’s spinal 
column exhibited the day before in court. 
On another occasion he stopped cursing wit- 
nesses long enough to calmly apologize to 
the colored juror for a contemptuous remark 
made some days before about the colored 
race. On a subsequent occasion when the 
cry “Shoot him!” rang through the court- 
room, the assasin drooped his bravado as if 
it were a red-hot iron, and cringed and cow- 
ered in mortal terror. And on Wednesday 
last, in the very act of a vehement, vituper- 
ative, vindictive speech, accompenied by de- 
fiant, vengeful gestures, Guiteau was in- 
stantly reduced to absolute silence and 
driven crouching te his chair, completely 
unnerved by abject terror, by a sharp, click- 
ing sound in a corner of the court-room re- 
sembling the cocking of a pistol. 

These instances of the undoubted sway of 
judgment over the mind of the prisoner cun- 
stitute testimony more conclusive by far of 
his sanity than whole columns of exper: evi- 
dence. They show an acuteness of intellect 
never displayed consecutively by a lunatic. 
They show volition, the actual exercise of 
the power which the mind has of considering 
or forbearing to consider anidea.” The idea 
that his life is in constant danger nevor 
leaves the mind of Guiteau, and he reasons 
from this idea; and when the danger appears 
to be imminent he seeks instantly to ward it 
off. This is what is called presence of mind, 
and it is just exactly what insane persons de 
not possess. 

Guiteau’s abuse of Scoville is evidence of 
brutality, not insanity, But it should not be 
hastily assumed that this abuse is not the re- 
sult of a prearranged plan between Scoville 
and Guiteau. Guiteau’s apology to the col- 
ored juror and his denial of the published 
statement that he unfeelingly handled the 
section of his victim’s spine, produced in 
court, are evidence, very strong evidence, 
either that he acted rationally under the ad- 
vice of Scoville or that his own judgment 
prompted him to repair, 80 far as he could, 
an injury to his case. The presumption is 
hence very strong that the abuse ot Scovilleis 
part of Guiteau’s insanity role agreed upon 
with Scoville. Mr. Scovilie’s emotion on 
Wednesday does not militate against this 
theory. Guiteau’s devilish malignancy may 
well have carried him beyond the rea- 
sonable scope of the agreement, and 
Scoville may well have been moved 
to tears by the situa which forced him to 
accept the role of Dutt for the envenomed 
spleen and malice of a character so utterly 
despicable. But there is no other road to ac- 
quittal. It would not do for Guiteau to con- 
fine his abuse solely to the witnesses and op- 
posing counsel. That would too strongly re- 
semble sanity. But to railat his own coun- 
sel, to cover Scoville with the slime of his 
unbridled tongue, and to lavish coarse abuse 
upon his sister, who with sisterly affection 
stands firmly by the abandoned villain—this 
smacks of Insanity or devilish malignity.

MARSHAL MANDEVIL ON ALSACE-LOR- 
BRAINE—GERMANY WILL HOLD THE CON- 
QUERED PKOVINCES FOREVER. 

Spectal to London Itmes. 

Berwin, Dev. 7.—Pust-prandial eloquence 
has meanwhile been shifted from Berlin to 
Strasbourg, where the Governor, Marshal 
Manteuffel, yesterday evening delivered him- 
self at some considerable length on the cir- 
cumstances of his office after a dinner given 
by him to what may be called the representa- 
tive committee of the conquered provinces 
now under his ruie. The Marshal com- 
menced by saying that, whether wise of him 
or not, he meant to speak to them openly and 
boldly. Ciouds had arisen between them 
since last they met, in the shape of the 

age law (forbidding the official 
use of French), the interdiction of 

French insurance societies, and the ap- 

plication of the Diciator paragraph (in 

their constitution). Butali of these measures 
had been taken, not so much with a view to 

Germanize the conquered provinces (though 


this object too was by no means lost sight of) 
as to promote their internal security and 
local welfare. The population of Alsace- 
Lorraine were being contiuually worked 
upon in all kinds of ways from we side of 
France, and made to believe that they had 
only been hag kidnapped by Germany, 
that they were still morally one with their 
previous fellow-countrymen, and that they 
would yet be restored to them. Therefore 
he had deemed it best to answer this dan- 


 gerous agiiativon with eloquent facts. Ger- 


many considered Alsace-Lorralue as her 
inalienable property. As for the Dictator 
paragraph, he would rather have let that 
remain in abeyance, but circumstances were 
wo strong for him, snd, therefore, he had 
used it fur the expulsion of two alien Social- 
— though he had not yet been obliged to 
apply it to the natives of the province; while 
as to a journal which had been suppressed, 
he had simply done that for the reason that 
it provested against the validity of the peace 
of Frankfort and sought to reopen the ques- 
tiom of a free appeal to the people of Alsace- 
re as to their national preference. 
W hile dealing severely with such excesses as 
these, he would still continue to pursue the 
policy of conciliation which the Emperor had 
rived to him as his ruling 2 — 
alm of his Whole activity was to achieve 
r Alsace-Lorraine constitutional equality 
with the other Gerinan States.

The Rotten City of Newark, 

Newark, N. J., Deo. 22.—The Common Coun- 
cil held a special meeting this evening concern- 
ing the recent financial revelations in the Aud- 
itor’s and Treasurer's offices. A message from 
Mayor Fiedler culled attention to the necessity 
of prompt action. Auditor Palmer's resigna- 
tion was read and accepted unanimously.

Laid on the table on 
the sugwestion tha: the bonds of the Auditor 
ought to be increased before he was appointed. 
The expert accountant exbibited three drafts, 
u mounting to about $14,000; tound in the Treas- 
urer’s office, forged by Pulmer, one of which 
was receipted by Frank Allen, a young 
lawyer, who refused an explanation.

JEFF DAVIS’ GRAB. 


A Dental by Basil Duke of Joe Johu- 
ston’s Story. 

Lovursvitus. Ky.. Dec. &—Gen. Basil Duke, 
being questioned by a reporter regarding the 
statement of Gen. Jubaston concerning the Con- 
federate money, said: 

“When Mr. Davis left Citarlotte, N. G., at the 
date of the termination of the armistice de- 
tween Gens. Sderman and Johnston. he was es- 
corted by five brigades of Confederate cavalry. 
commanded by Gens. Debrili, Fergusos. and 
Vaugbaa, Col. W. C. F. Breékearidge,.add my- 
self. These brigades were Under the immediate 
command of Geo. Breckenfidge, although he 
was still Secretary of Wen Ae Abdbepville. 
8. C., where we bad balte@ for some twenty- 
four bours, I received ah order from Gen. 
Breckenriage to come immediate!y to his 
headquarters. This was about lo o'clock at 
night. When I reported to him, de told me that 
there was about $500,000 uf gold and silver coin 
and silver bullion at the railroad depot which 
Mr. Davis desired to bave placed in wagons and 
brought on with an esourt. I bad not previously 
heard anything of this money. Gen. Brecken- 
ridge directed me to detail fifty men to take 
charge of and guard this epecie; to have it taken 
from the care and loaded in wagons, and person- 
ally superintend its removal. I ordered the de- 
tail, putting, if my memory serves me, Lieut.- 
Col. Steele in command of it. 1 procured five 
army wagons, aod proceeded to the depot to 
take charge of the specie. I found it in charge 
of some fifteen ur twenty men, who | uader- 
stood were employés of the Treasury Depart- 
ment. The goid and silver coin was packed 
in small pine boxes, in bags (which looked 
like shot-bags), and in mouey belts. I made 
no attempt to count it, and could not dave 
done so in the time allowed me before my 
escort marched. The coin and bullion were 
taken from the box-caré, two iu number, if 1 re- 
member ri«ttiy, where 1 found it, and lodged in 
tive wagons. The night was very dark, and «ie 
transfer was nade by the light of a few tallow- 
candies. The escort marubed at midnight, ac 
com panied by this improvised epecie train. Ou 
tbe next murning Gen. Breckio ordered 
me to strengthen the guard and take command 
of it fu person. I requested dim to give mea 
detail of forty men from each of the five 
brigades of escort under picaed office 
in alla guard of 200, preferruq a guard seo cum- 

to one selected entirely from my own 
rigade. I was in charge of the treasure some 
three or four days, until we reached Wasbing- 
ton, Ga.. and during chat time I kept the entire 
guard continually on duty, aud was never myseif 
absent from tbe train. At Savannanh River, ail of 
the silver coin, amounting, to the best of my 
recollection, to some $105,000, was paid out 
to the truops compos 
paroled Confederate pres- 
ent. On the next day, at Wasbington, dy order 
of Gen. Breckinridge, I turned over the guid 
coin, estimated to be alout ., to a gentie- 


man whose name I have forgotten, but who, 1 
think, was ore of the officinis of the Treasury 
Departmeat. He loaded it in a two-borse ambu- 
lance and immediately set off witb it, accompa- 
nied by two or three men on boreeback. Whither 
be went I do not kaow ane dia not inguire. | at 
no time communicat th Mr. Davis in regard 
to this specie, but received all instruetiong ro- 
specting it from Gen. Breckinridge. Mr. Davis 
left Wasbingtono attcr thé guid bud been taken 
off us I purrated. He Was accompan ed by a 
smell body of picked men under Capt. Given 
Campbell, one of the most gallaut and efficient 
officers in the Confederate service. I do not 
think it at all probavie, indeed, it seems to me 
impossible, that Mr. Davis ever saw any of the 
coin which I have told you was placed ia the am- 
bulanee.

Stocks were again excited, active, and weak. 
The decline in prices was persistent, and ip the 
last galt nour the condition of the market was 
described as panicky. Dispatches frum New 
York were almost all bearish, and, altbough uo 
premium for money was quoted. the banks were 
said to be caliing loans and discriminating 
closely as to collateral. Dividend-paying invest- 
ment stocks are not fo disfavor, and there is 
some demand for them. But the fancies and 
experimental divideod- payers, like Wabash pre- 
ferred and Denver, are distrusted.

M.—Among all the 
mountain- towns ot this region, none bas, per- 
— u more romantic ur desirable iocation thau 

and it may aleo be said that few dave 
my ghter pruspects. The town is built upon 
Garden Creek, which flows rapidiy and brightly 
past. and about three miles Below empties intu 
Sulmon River. Many Of the mountaio-towns 
are crowded uncowfortadly into narrow rocky 
ravines or cafions; but not 80 this. It es iu a 
lovely valley severa! miles in extent, whose soi! 
produces immense crops Of gruss; and, from 
the garden- products svown me, I believe that it 
will produce ali the usual crops of this latitude. 
and bei hape, like the Boise Basin, yet become 
famous as a fruit-rezion. The elevation is 
about 6,100 feet above sea-level, and upun every 
band rise the towering peaks of the various 
spurs ot the Rockies. 

COUNTY AND TOWN. 

Custer County, of which Challis is the county- 
seat, was, by an act of the Legislature of Idaho 
Territory at its last session, carved from the 
Counties of Alturas and Oneida, and is abun- 
dantly large to make a goodly-sized State. At 
the election receutiy beid to locate the county- 
seat Bonanza and Challis entered the feld. ana 
the campaign was carried on very vigorously; 
bat the latter town triumphed by a majority of 
nineteen. After the usual rejoicings, over 
which King Rum presided, the place settled 
down to a period of steudy and uninterrupted 
growth. The early improvements, wüten were 
of the usual flimsy character, are slowly giving 
way to those of a wore substantia 
churacter—prominent ameng which is «a 
wholesale and retail merchandise establishment, 
consisting of a very substantial stone building 
50 by 8J feet, filed with an immense stock and 
variety of goods. 

AN OLD-TIME TRAGEDY. 

But few of the towns of the West, either on 
the mountains or the brairte, but dase their 
wild tales of gigantic fortunes swiftiy won and 
lost: of scenes of carnage and biood, through 
which. alongside of the sombre and sad, run the 
ludicrous and the absurd: and Challis I find to 
be no exception to this rule. Near the town 
rises conspicuously from the basin a reef of 
ragged rocks; and, looking at this as it 
mapped in the smoke of the rancher’s fire 
tended by the gol wife—or climbed by do- 
mestic kine in search of the sparse but rich and 
sweet tufts of grass here and there found— 
or as happy-hearced thoughtless children 
gam and play at their boyish games among 
the shi@uws and the rocks, one would tind noth- 
ing in the scene suggestive of the éanguinary 
tragedies bere euacted. O but could the old 
gray stones speak! They would tell us of a bat- 
tie fought in the long ago; t a battle fought b 
greybeards and by youtb; of the sage counsel, 
perba of some long locked leader. of his 
trusty aim; bow be steadied the younger mem - 
bers of the valorous party. and repressed their 
beadlong ardor; but, sad est of all, they would 
tell us that, after ali the starvation and misery, 
after the desperute but costly sortie, 

ONE BY ONE THE LITTLE BAND FELL, 
and today the children — 1 in the rocks toss 
from side to side, in thoughtless glee, the bleach- 
ing bones of those brave men of a long-past and 
unknown time. Wander forth here, 1 ac- 
cepted the hospitable invitation of an old-timer 
to alight from my pony and wave a cup ol coffee;

THE MINES. 

Many a long ong year would this basin have beon 
given over tu prowling wild beast and the 
still wilder red wen had it not been for the guld 
and siiver which some mysterious oe Been 
deposited in the mountains and the ches. 
This, although a comparatively new mining re- 

ion, yet bas several developed properties of 

mmense value, and which are contributing 
largeiy to the wenith of the country. The 
largest producer as yet is the Custer Mine, 
belun to the gregt Califurnia mine- 
owners, Messrs. Haggin & Hirsut. This wonder- 
ful property 1 have not seen; but it ie deseribed 
tome as a mountain of ore,” of such high 
de that the unvarying daily output of silver 
uilion is but latte less than $5,000. So great is 
this wonderful ore-body, and so convenient for 
mining, that it requires but three men to break 
ore suilicieut to run the twenty-stamp mill be- 
longing to tue company. This mill is a dry- 
crusber, and is as — age and perfect as it 
could be made. I shull describe this mine in 
detail after I bave visited it. It lie@,about 
e miles from Coaliis. 

Avother district now coming to the front is on 
the Passimar: River—the properties being 
know as the Passimari Mines. These are like- 
wise silver mines, and many of thein are of im- 
mense value. 

THE CONSOLIDATED RAMSTIORN,. 

Twelve miles from Chailis, and half a mile 
from the thriving little mining town of Bayborse, 
is situated the Ramshorn Mine. or rather the 
Consc lidated Ramsburn, ioasmuch as the prop- 
erty consists uf the Pustboy, the Utab Boy, and 
and Rameborn claims.

: „ Allan and Judge Murphy, of the 
Canal Commission, and Their Entha- 
aste Reports as to the Besult of 
Their Mission East—The New York 
Produce Exchange Gives the Project 

a Significant “Send-Off.” 

Maj. J. M. Allan, of Geneseo, and Judge J. H. 
Murphy, of Davenport, the representatives of 
the Hennepin Canal Commission appointed to 
visit New York iu the ioterest of the canal, ro- 
turned to the eity yesterday, and were warmly 
received on the Board of Trude and 
in commercial cireles, where the success 
of their mission had created a pronounced feel- 
ing in their favor. In an interview with a re- 
porter of Tun Tripunge, Maj. Allan said that 
Judge Murphy and himscif bad found ali of the 
commercial interests of New York, like those of 
Chicago and the Northwest, to be in favor of the 
canal. No opposition tothe scheme was en- 
countered, except from a few railroad men who 
feared the canal might prove inimicai to their 
interests. In Buffalo, New York City, and 
Washington the canal representatives found 
transportation to be

of interest in business circles. The feeling 
seemed to huve centered in Washington, as no 
less than 130 members of Congress had m ade ef- 
forts to get on the Committee on Commerce, 
The completion of the Hennepin Canal was 
deemed on all hands to be necessary to the full 
development of the commerce of the great 
Northwestern States, which now paid out money 
enough every year to build two such canals. It 
was recognized that its character was National, 
and that its ceutrai location—between St. Loui:

Advice to Coal Dealers. 
To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune 

Catcaaco, Dec. 22.—I would not be so imperti- 
nent as to offer advice of an} kind to the old 
and experienced coal merchant, but, for fear 
there may be some dealers of less experience in 
the business, I will mention a few expedients 
and tricks in the trade which may enable them 
to pocket more than 81 that would otherwise go 
to the discontented consumer. 

I. Never keep aloof from a combination which 
has for its object the limiting of the supply and 
the raising of the price of coal. 

2. Should you get a contract to furnish the 
city or county with coal. never hesitate to puy for 
it or to bid low, as you can always equalize 
things in the delivery. Receiving clerks are 
very obliging in such matters, and seldom grow! 
over shortages or quality. - 

3. Remember in selling coal that dirt and other 
suas matter addsto the buik as well as weight 
of coal. 

4. Also, that while coal slakes and deteriorates 
by being long exposed to the elements, it is an 
advantage to huve the coal saturated with moist- 
ure before weighing. 

5. Coal of different grades, as an inferior with 
a superior article, can be mixed with great profit 
to the dealer. 

6. In weight! coal you are not expected to 
notice that the driver is seated on the load or is 
standing on the scales, or that the horses’ hind 
legs rest on the weighing platform. 

7. Should the customer reweigh the coal—as 
he muy do by law—and complain of shortage, 
charge the driver with tak a few pouads tu 
his house, then discharge him, and hire bim 
over again the next day, as you can’t afford to 
lose a good man. 


Judge Murphy wag highly elated over the suc- 
cess of the mission, and was well satistied with 
the unanimous indorsement received for the 
canal from the Buffalo Board of Trade, the New 
York Board of Trade and Transportation, and 
the New York Produce Exchange. The latter 
was one of the most conservative commercial 
institutions in tne country, and it was the first 
time in its history that it bad indorsed a subsidy 
for public work. It was only the Natonal 
character of the improvement that secured for 
it the indorsement. 

The report of the Committee on Trade, and 
the resolutions adopted by the exchange, which 
have not yet appeared in the New York papers, 
are as follows: 

NEW YORK’s “SEND-OFF.”’ 

Jo the guard of Managers of the Now York 
Produee Exchange: Your Committee on Trade, 
to whom bas been referred the question of ap- 
plication to Congress for the building of the 
Hennepin Canal by the United States. have 
given to this subject the attenuon demanded by 
its important bearing on the internal com merce 
of the country, and respectfully report as fol- 
lows: 

In the opinion of your committee there can 
be littie, if any, question that the pro 
opening of a waterway from tic Mississippi Riv- 
er to the Lilinois & Michigan Canai and the Great 
Lakes promises nigoly advantageous results, not 
only to the Northwest States, but to the whole 
Northera country east of the Mississippi River. 
Besides furnishing new means of transport to 
the Atiantic seaboard for the produce of lowa, 
Minnesota, Nebraska, and other grain-producing 
States, such a canal would also act as a welcome 
regulator of railroad freights in the Northwest. 

* There can be little question, also, that neither 

rivate enterprise nor the State of Illinois, with- 

n whose territory the canal would be situated, 
nor any other State directly benefited, nor all 
these combined, will or can uudertake an enter- 
prise which is sure to meet the determined oppo- 
sition of the railroad interest. 

* The question before us, therefore, simply is: 
Shali the United States build and maintain this 
canal, and cao this exchange, in view of the 
well-grounded opposition to the policy of inter- 
nalimprovements in general, consistently rec- 
ommend such action on the part of General 
Goveroment? 

After mature consideration, your committee 
have come to the conclusion that this queston 
should receive an affirmative answer from your 
board, ana for the following reasons: 

“ The ground on which the Hennepin Canal is 
to be built has been repeatedly surveyed with a 
view to that improvement by the United States 
Government and by other competent parties; 

THE PRACTICABILITY OF THE PROJECT 


has been established and the cost been reliably 
ascertained; the scheme, therefore, cannot be 
classed with a large number of internal im- 
provements aunualiy brougbt before Congress, 
which are indefinit in their scope, and in the re- 
suits expected, and of uncertain cost. 

“The Hennepio Canal further differs from 
many of those proposed improvements in so far 
as it is sure to benefit a very large section of the 
country, our oon State included. The General 
Government, further, scems to be committed to 
an cxtensive improvement of the — 2 
River, of which the Henncpin Canal may justiy 
be considered part and parcel, and the fact that 
ite construction would inure to the benefit of 
the Northern States east of the Rocky Mount- 
ains only strengthens its claim on the whole 
country, which fora long time is, according to 
the policy already adopted, to be taxed fof the 
improvement of the Mississippi River in its 
southerly.course. 

“ Your committee therefore feel justified in 
recommending to your board the adoption of the 
following preambie and resolutions: 

„ WuEeneAs, The compietion of a waterway 
from the Mississippi Kiver to Lake Michigan by 
the construction of the — Canal prom- 
ises to realize advantages of National impor- 
tance; and 

* WuHeregas, There are insuperable obstacics 
in the way of having such improvement carried 
out by vrivate enterprise or by the States imme- 
dintely benetited; and 

“ Wurnn s, The building of the Hennepin 
Canal may justly be regarded as part of the im- 
provement of the Mississippi River; therefore, 

„ Reaoloed, That. in the opinion ef the New 
York Produce Exchange, the U nited States Gov- 
ernment should undertake to build the Heane- 
pin Canal and to maiutain the same free for all 
time t come: aun further 

* Resolved, Taat our Senators and KRepresenta- 
tives be requested to join the Kepresentatives of 
other States in providing the necessary legisia- 
tion for carrying cut this plun.
